CHOOSING A LOCATION 

For the best performance, install these 
speakers on a solid, firm surface that 
does not vibrate at high volume levels. 
We recommend you mount the speak- 
ers in the door panels or the rear deck. 


Note: Cardboard or fiber panels are not 
good mounting surfaces. 



Door Panel Rear Deck 


As you decide on a location, carefully in- 
spect the area behind the proposed 
mounting surface. 

• There must be a clear, unobstructed 
area of at least 4 inches (102 mm) 
behind the panel. 

• If it is a door location, check to be 
sure the window, window mecha- 
nism, and window handle will clear 
the speaker. 

Note: Make sure the window opens 
and closes properly. 


INSTALLING THE 
SPEAKERS 

1. Use the supplied template to mark 
the speaker opening and the mount- 
ing-screw hole locations. 

2. Cut out the marked speaker opening 
in the mounting surface. 

Note: Steel door panels and the 
rear deck (behind the upholstery) 
might already have large cutout ar- 
eas for recessing the speaker. 

3. Drill the four mounting-screw holes. 

Caution: Be careful not to drill into 
anything behind the mounting sur- 
face. 


4. Mount the supplied speed clips di- 
rectly onto the mounting-screw 
holes. 



5. If necessary, route new speaker 
wire from the autosound system to 
the mounting area.

• Avoid routing speaker wire where it 
can be pinched or stepped on. You 
can usuaiiy route it aiong the chan- 
nei beneath the vehicie’s door fac- 
ings. 

• If you seiected door iocations, you 
might need to punch a smaii hoie 
in the door edge (near the door 
hinges) to route the wires into the 
door. Leave enough siack wire to 
open the door aii the way. 


• Improper phasing can cause poor 
bass response. To ensure proper 
phasing, you need to match your 
autosound system’s positive (+) 
and negative (-) speaker wires to 
the corresponding positive (+) and 
negative (-) speaker terminais. 

• Do not connect any of your speak- 
er terminais to chassis ground. 

If you have a two-speaker system: 


6. Secureiy connect the positive {+) and 
negative (-) stripped speaker wire 
ends to the corresponding speaker 
terminais.

For exampie (depending on the type 
of wire connection you pian to make), 
wrap each wire around its terminai 
and soider it, or attach a soideriess 
quick-disconnect to each wire.

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8. Place the mounting bracket on the 
speaker. 



Attach the tape to the mounting 
bracket’s edges. 



9. Align each speaker’s mounting holes 
and the mounting bracket’s holes 
with the holes on the speed clips, 
thread a supplied screw through 
each mounting hole, and tighten all 
screws until they are secure.
